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Notes From the Town Clerk's Office - 2015 


2015 was another quiet year in Benton, with no natural disasters rearing their ugly heads, 
albeit starting off with cold weather through March. 


The ladies of the Beautify Benton Committee have once again kept the Town Building 
shipshape, despite the onslaught of a burst water pipe, cluster flies, parking lot sand, and 
general grime. Thank you ladies!!! 


I would like to acknowledge the extraordinary effort expended on the Town's behalf by 
Dwight Swauger, our Treasurer. Having already assumed the role of Town Webmaster, a 
volunteer position, he was elected to Treasurer in March of 2015, and immediately started 
at a disadvantage. Due to discrepancies in the financial reports contained in the Town 
Report, we were forced to adjourn the Town Meeting and reconvene it several weeks later. 
Dwight had to play catch-up in order to reconcile the previous year's financial data just so 
that the Town's budget could be voted on at the follow-up meeting. 


Throughout the year he has been tackling the Department of Revenue's newly established 
“Portal” on the web. The DRA now requires all of the various financial reporting forms to 
be filled out online, and/or uploaded to their website. Dwight has doggedly worked with 
our DRA advisor to understand and submit the forms on time. You have all realized one 
result of his hard work: our Property Tax bills came out on time! Thank you Dwight and 
keep up the great work! 





Our two “newby” Selectmen, Paula Boutin and Gina Elliott have been wading into some of 
the red tape as well. Along with “veteran” Selectman Aaron Goodwin, they have been trying 
to get a handle on the important issues in Benton and also how to deal with the mandated 
rules and reports required by Concord. Thank you all! 


One last note on dogs: all owners of dogs over 4 months old must license them each year 
before April 30". After May 30™, any license fee which remains unpaid can be increased 
by $1.00 per month. After June 15, the Selectmen can proceed with legal action if the 
dogs remain unregistered which will result in fines and possible civil forfeiture. Please 
make every effort this year to get your dogs licensed before April 30".

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A motion was made to recess the meeting and reconvene on March 30, 2015 at 7:00PM. It was 
seconded and passed with a voice vote. It was agreed that the notice would be posted at the 
Town Building and in the newspaper as soon as possible. 


A motion was made to revisit Articles 2, 3, 4, and 5 when the Town Meeting reconvened. The 
motion was seconded and passed with a voice vote. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:50PM on a voice vote. 


Afterwards, all of the newly elected officials and agents present were sworn in by outgoing 
Selectman Elena Chevalier. 


Benton Town Meeting — Reconvened Session 


Monday March 30, 2015 


The reconvened Town Meeting was opened at 7:00PM by the Moderator, Gil Richardson. He 
stated Articles 2,3,4,5 would be revisited and the added Article 6 would be discussed. 


Before the Town business commenced, it was announced that one our longtime residents, Irene 
Matz, had passed away on March 25, 2015. The funeral was to be held on March 31, 2015 at St. 
Joseph’s church in Woodsville. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the reports of the officers and agents as 
printed. 





Motion made to accept article as written, seconded and the Moderator then thanked Dwight 
Swauger for plowing through the previous documents and spreadsheets to come up with the 
revised and corrected documents which will be inserted in the corrected version of the report 
submitted to the State. Dwight stated that he had found some errors in the original spreadsheet 
that had shifted the correct figures into the wrong cells. 


The article was then passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $138,000.00 for 
general Municipal Operations. 





Motion made to accept the article as (re)written, seconded, and passed by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the 
Capital Reserve Fund for Roads. 





Motion made to accept article as written and seconded. A question was raised as to the amount in 
the fund. There is approximately $63,000 currently in the fund. The Chair of the Trustee of the 
Trust Funds, Laura Richardson, asked Aaron Goodwin, the Chair of the Select board, if the 
Selectmen had a project in mind. He stated that there are no specific projects currently under 
consideration by the board. He said they had received a mailing from an engineering company 
which called attention to the fact the NH DOT had “Red Listed” the bridge over Davis Brook. 
This firm was looking to perform an evaluation of the structure for the Town. Dan Elliott stated 
that when it was repaired some years ago, the DOT engineer suggested that the Town maintain a 
low weight limit on the bridge for liability purposes. Dan also said that the Selectmen at the time 
thought that keeping the 5 Ton limit would discourage logging operations in the National Forest 
on the Tunnel Brook end of the road from sending loaded trucks over the bridge, cutting down 
traffic from such vehicles through the populated section of the road. John Elliott strongly 
recommended that the Town get quotes for repairing the parts of Howe Hill Road and Tunnel 
Stream Road which are in danger of washing out. He suggested that the Trust Fund money would 
be better spent now on these projects rather than waiting until the roads are in such a bad state 
that it will cost even more money. Dan Elliott suggested that the Selectmen get bids for such 
capital projects this summer so a warrant article can be ready for next year’s warrant. 


At this point, discussion shifted to the proposed State cuts to the DOT budget. All sorts of dire 
predictions have been made in the media, and Aaron stated that if such cuts do get made, Benton 
might be responsible for road maintenance, plowing in particular, for RT 116 in Benton and 
Bradley Hill Road. Gil suggested that according to some scenarios of the budget negotiations in 
Concord, highway block grant monies may be in jeopardy for next year. 


Laura Richardson pointed out that Trust fund monies cannot be used for general expenditures, 
only for Capital Projects. This cut off a line of discussion suggesting that the Town could always 
dip into the Trust Funds if there is a budget shortfall due to unforeseen circumstances. 


The Article then was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $100 to the existing Benton Fire Trust 
Capital Reserve Fund. Said funds to come from Unassigned Fund balance. 





Motion made to accept article as written and seconded. Laura Richardson discussed the original 
need for this Article, and the fact that Bob Steel had come up with a solution which allows the 
Trustees of the Trust Funds to take $20 out of each Trust Fund Savings Account and month later 
redeposit it. This satisfies the State’s insistence on yearly Trust Fund activity to prevent 
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dissolution of said Fund and deposit of the monies into the General Fund. This procedure will be 
performed every year by the Trustees on any accounts needing protection and as such, this 
Article is unnecessary. The Article was turned down by unanimous voice vote. 





ARTICLE 6. To open the meeting to discussion of any new business. 


Motion made to accept article as written and seconded. Gil stated that he had done some research 
on inserting a New Business article into a warrant. He learned that any discussion during New 
Business would be information and not legally binding because the content had not been posted. 
Nonetheless, discussion ensued on several topics. 


Wayne Chevalier requested that the Town revisit the Emergency Planning document that was 
created several years ago by a committee from the Town working with a contractor from the NH 
Department of Emergency Management. This document was never adopted by the Town of 
Benton, although a committee had invested considerable time and effort in its creation. He is 
concerned that the document has never been signed, but that there are several Town contacts 
listed in it. A suggestion was made to put this document up on the Town’s website. At 200-odd 
pages, Dwight Swauger, webmaster, stated that it was too large to be posted on the website. 
Elena Chevalier, one of the original committee members, had concerns about sharing the 
complete document with just anyone, as it contains specific plans for specific disaster scenarios. 
She also expressed concern over some of the wording in the original document which states that 
in the event of a declared emergency, the government (not specifically the Town government) 
could appropriate any property it deemed necessary, sort of an “eminent domain” for private 
vehicles, equipment, etc. Although this wording was supposedly removed in a subsequent draft, 
Elena says it never was taken out of the most recent revision. 


This planning document apparently needs two official Town signatures to be legally binding on 
the Town. It has not been signed. The contractor who worked with the original committee had 
stated that if the document wasn’t signed, the “government” would not reimburse the Town for 
“mitigation” expenses, though they would help with emergency management costs. 


Marty Noble stated that on average, two loaded tanker trucks per day roll through Benton. He 
expressed his concern that if one of them had an accident and contaminated area water supplies 
the Town would not get assistance from the State. Elena stated that her understanding is the State 
would not deny us help in such situations. 


It was suggested that since this is an unofficial (not legal) document, there is no reason to share it 
beyond the Town’s Emergency Management committee (and any other interested parties within 
Town), and as such, should be taken up by the incoming Emergency Manager, Scott Matz. Aaron 
agreed to get all the appropriate information to Scott and to bring him up to speed. 


The last item discussed was the state of the cemeteries. John Elliott suggested that the Town get 
some professional maintenance for the stones in the Mountain View cemetery, as there has been 
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no real upkeep on the cemetery since Sera Harris organized a project back in the 80’s. Laura 
Richardson stated that she recently uncovered some issues with the Cemetery Common Trust 
Fund the Trustees need to sort out this summer. According to State law, there needs to be a 
separation of “Perpetual Care” funds and “Plot Purchase” funds. This has never been done, and 
in addition, her investigation has shown that there are gaps in the funding, perhaps necessitating 
a payment from the General Fund into one or both of the cemetery funds. She stated that there is 
also no master list of plot owners, plot owners who have paid for perpetual care, and when/how 
much the owners paid for their plots/care. The Trustees plan to work on these issues this summer 
and have a report and suggested plan of action ready in time to get a warrant article generated for 
2016, if necessary. 


The article was passed by voice vote and Gil thanked everyone for coming and adjourned the 
meeting at 7:52PM.

He related that he has seen expenses in the $250-500K range for a 
single student in extreme cases.
